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OUR FRONTISPIECE 


H. H. B. MEYER

Herman Henry Bernard Meyer, whose por-. 
trait forms the frontispiece of this number 
of the Bulletin of Bibliography, is so well 
known to bibliographers and to librarians 
that even a brief sketch of his career is almost 
superfluous. Probably no one man in the 
ranks of American librarians has rendered 
sO many services to such a variety of people, 
and always with a fresh, personal zest and 
with distinguished success. 

Mr. Meyer was born in New York on 
October 17, 1864. He graduated from the 
School of Mines at Columbia University in 
the year 1885 with the degree of Master of 


-Engineering. His first years after gradua- 


tion were spent in professional work as a 
gaslight engineer. He decided that library 
work was more to his liking and entered the 
Pratt Institute Library School in the fall of 
1901. A little later he came to the Library 
of Congress, in which he has had a varied 
career. He was first Chief of the Periodicals 
Division, then Chief of the Order Depart- 


ment, becoming in turn Chief Bibliographer, 
a post he held from 1908 to 1923, and is 
finishing his career as Director of the Legis- 
lative Reference Service. It is not too 
much to say that Mr. Meyer has practically 
created this Service, which has been of un- 
told value in the service to Congressional 
legislation in the last decade. 

Mr. Meyer was President of the American 
Library Association in 1924-25. He was 
President of the Bibliographical Society of 
America from 1926-29, and has served since 
1929 as one of its two representatives on the 
Council of Learned Societies. Of recent 
years he has been Secretary and Treasurer 
of this Council. He retired on November 1, 
1935, from his post in the Library of Con- 
gress, and expects to devote himself to the 
completion of his great bibliography of books 
published in the United States between 1800 
and 1870, a work which is already far ad- 
vanced. 

Despite his many publications and his 
public services, Mr. Meyer is best known to 
American librarians as a friend and colleague. 
He has served on numerous committees of 
various organizations of librarians and has 
taken the greatest possible interest in pro- 
fessional questions and in the advancement 
of librarianship in its service to practical 
affairs as well as to research. 

Probably no one living knows the Library 
of Congress in its entirety as he does. It is 
literally true that no one is likely ever to fill 
exactly the place which he has held in its 
services for thirty years. 

His friends, however, know him best as a 
collector of fine books, particularly in the 
English language. In the midst of his en- 
grossing and laborious work as a librarian 
and bibliographer, he has found time to 
keep up his acquaintance with the more 
recent authors, particularly the younger 
poets, and at the same time to read and 
collect widely the best and most beautifully 
printed editions of English and American 
authors. It is in a combination like this 
that the older type of librarian finds its best 
illustration to the younger generation. 
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MAGAZINE NOTES 


American Hebrew (weekly) with November 1, 1935, 
becomes a quarto-size magazine like Time and News- 
Week. A new volume begins (vol. 138) with the 
change to smaller size. 


American Horse Breeder, vol. 53, covers the year 
1935 and in the middle of the year the size was changed 
from folio to small quarto. No change was made in 
the volume number, however, so if anyone should wish 
to bind it will be necessary to make two books of 
vol. 53. 

Les Annales Politiques et Litteraires has changed its 
size, and quite in our American fashion, in the middle 
of a volume. The 52d year, no. 2515, September 28, 
1934, was the old quarto size, while no. 2516, October 
15, 1934, is octavo. The French have a word for it, 
“Mon Dieu.” 


Appalachia. The Appalachian Mountain Club, 
organized in 1876, is a wonderful mountaineering 
group, of which your editor is a life member. For 
organization and conduct of travel parties this club 
is always absolutely efficient, but, alas, when it comes 
to the official organ things are, to say the least, much 
muddled. An octavo, illustrated magazine called 
Appalachia has been issued since 1876, formerly an 
annual, recently semi-annual, and four issues have 
always made a volume, with index tocover. Twenty- 
eight years ago a monthly duodecimo Bulletin of the 
Appalachian Mountain Club was started, issuing one 
volume a year, of news notes, records of meetings, 
and new members. To overcome a postal 2d class 
entry difficulty, Appalachia was numbered into the 
Bulletin series, but a separate vol. and no. given these 
magazine illustrated issues. Thus Appalachia, vol. 
16, no. 3, was also called Bulletin, vol. 19, no. 7, 
February, 1926, and since 1923 those of us who bind 
both magazines have had to remember that Bulletin 
volumes were complete, without these magazine num- 
bers, of different size, which went into the regular 
Appalachia volumes (exception: There was a vol. 26, 
no. 4, January, 1933, of Bulletin and another, vol. 26, 
no. 4, Appalachia, vol. 19, no. 2, December, 1932). 
With March, 1934, Bulletin, vol. 27, no. 7, our diffi- 
culties begin. That issue was made the concluding 
number of vol. 27 and April, 1934, appeared as 
Appalachia, vol. 20, no. 1, the name of the Bulletin 
being changed, and vol. 20 was complete in 12 issues, 
of which vol. 20, nos. 4 and 7, were the magazine issues 
corresponding to vol. 20, nos. 1 and 2, of the old octavo 
size series magazine. Henceforth, ‘‘to avoid future 
confusion,” as the editor naively puts it, the octavo 
illustrated magazine issues of Appalachia will no 
longer be given a separate volume number, but be 
numbered singly from the beginning in 1876, nos. 79- 
80, being the double issue of November, 1935, and thus 
completing vol. 20 in 4 issues. (This means vol. 20 
of the magazine in octavo size, because with April, 
1935, what had been Appalachia, vol. 20, (it really 
should have been the old duodecimo news Bulletin, 
vol. 28), becomes A ppalachia new series, vol. 1, no. 1, 
and into this series will be numbered the octavo 
magazine (N.S. vol. 1, no. 7, being the double issue 
of November, 1935, also called nos. 79-80, and really 
being vol. 20, nos. 3 and 4). In fact the Bulletin 
after vol. 27, when it changed its name to Appalachia 
in April, 1934, took over the volume number of the 
octavo magazine series, vol. 20, with which it should 
never have been identified at all. So if we bind up 


our Bulletin, vols. 1-27 will be followed by vol. 20, 
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and then new series, vol. 1, and our set of the magazine 
Appalachia will run vols. 1-20, 1876-1935, and then 
hereafter we must bind each four issues as a volume 
without volume number, but just four issues bound 
as “‘nos. 81-84,” “‘85-89,”’ etc. We hope our protest 
will result in giving these a volume number 21, 22, 
etc., as it looks so much better and makes it possible 
still to continue indexing in the old way by volumes. 


Christian Century slipped a bit by calling vol. 52, 
no. 37, 52 no. 38. There is no number omitted, just 
a typographical error which can never be corrected as 
long as its back numbers are sorted out for binding. 


Horizons, Summer, 1935, is before us. A little poetry 
magazine, 6144 x 4% inches. It claims to be quar- 
terly, $1.00 a year, and to present poetry of the West. 
There is no volume number on this copy but we 
suspect it is the first issue! We presume its editors 
exercise poetic license in throwing this stray among us, 
without its proper leash. 


Journal of Psychology. A new sort of periodical is 
announced with the above title. It will print in 
4-page units accepted manuscripts, and each unit 
will be punched to go into a loose-leaf binder, which 
is furnished free with each subscription. 320 pages 
will make a volume, price $5.00. The “units’’ will 
be supplied their authors immediately on publication, 
200 copies, 4-pages, $16.00, or if 8 pages, $22.00. 
When one-fourth of a volume is printed, those units 
will be sent subscribers together with the binder 
made to hold a whole volume, and an index will be 
furnished with the delivery of the final pages. 


Louisiana Historical Quarterly for July, 1935, has a 
bibliography of New Orleans magazines by Max L. 
Griffin. There are 121 titles tabulated and anno- 
tated, and a further list of 22 doubtful ones. The list 
gives full data regarding the life span of the period- 
icals, the names of the editors, and where in New 
Orleans may be found full files, or odd copies. In 
1934 Miss Gertrude Gilmer published (Faxon Co., 
128 pages, cloth, $1.75) a “Checklist of Southern 
Periodicals to 1861,’’ which will be of interest in con- 
nection with Mr. Griffin’s list covering New Orleans 
only. 

Reading and the School Library is a new periodical 
in thelibrary world, and seems quite a lusty youngster. 
The articles, most of them illustrated, are all by chil- 
dren’s workers in libraries, or school librarians. Vol. 1 
has 10 issues (monthy except July-August), ended 
with September-October, 1935 (no. 10), and was 
quarto size. Vol. 2 beginning November-December, 
1935, is small octavo in size, published bi-monthly 
except July-August, and the subscription price has 
been reduced to $1.00. We congratulate the pub- 
lishers on changing size at the beginning of a new 
volume. 


Rose Chalice isa new quarterly of ‘‘ poetic cadences.” 
Will specialize in philosophical, psychological, anc 
metaphysical poetry. The four quarterly numbers 
will be called “‘Autumn chorale, Winter oratorio, 
Spring overture, and Summer lyric.” Such poetic 
titles deserve to get subscriptions. $2.00 a year. 


Saturday Review of Literature, after vol. 11, no. 41, 
April 27, 1935, changed from a folio to quarto size, 
and started a new volume (vol. 12) with May 4. 
There will now be two volumes a year, vol. 13 starting 
November 2, 1935. We thoroughly approve the 
change and are especially happy that the publisher 
began a new volume when he changed the size.

SUBSCRIPTIONS EXTENDED 


Advertising Art after May, 1935, merged in Adver- 
tising and Selling. Subscriptions paid through De- 
cember, 1935, will receive nine months of the latter 
periodical, or if both magazines were paid for 1935, 
nine months into 1936-will be given. 

Amazing Stories became bi-monthly in August, 
1935, and subscriptions paid for it as a monthly will 
get an extension, number for number. 

Arcadian Life skipped July, August, and September, 
1935, and extended all subscriptions three numbers. 

Arts and Decoration omitted July, August, and 
September, 1935, and advanced all subscriptions 
three months. 

Books (N. Y. Herald Tribune’s weekly), although a 
part of the Sunday newspaper, has had a special 
subscription price, alone, of $2.00 a year. With the 
issue of September 29, 1935, this price was reduced to 
50 cents. This means an extension of all subscrip- 
tions — four issues for each one issue due. Subscrip- 
tions paid through December, 1935, will receive the 
Books without further payment until September 29, 
1936. 

Canadian Forum published no September or October, 
1935, but did not advance its subscribers two months 
more, having already advanced two months on 
account of skipping May and June, 1935. 

Coal and Coal Trade Journal reports omission of 
“several issues of vol. 66, and will give extension of all 
subscriptions, or make it up in some other way.” 
Wonder what other way there is? 

Cornell Engineer, anew periodical starting in Octo- 
ber, 1935, is the child of Cornell Civil Engineer and 
Sibley Journal. The new magazine will be sent to all 
former subscribers to either, or both, for as many 
issues as there were due in these old subscriptions. 

Marine Review merged in October, 1935; in Ma- 
rine Engineering and Shipping Age, to form Marine 
Engineering and Shipping Review. Subscribers to 
_ will receive an extension to cover numbers paid 

or. 

Mexican Folkways has had financial difficulties, 
but has completed vol. 8, 1933, by issuing a double 
number, ‘‘Popular Plastic Arts.’’ So vol. 8 has two 
quarterly issues of 1933, and this double number to 
complete it (August, 1935). In future the publishers 
plan to issue numbers as finances will permit. One 
such ‘‘monograph’”’ is now before us, ‘‘ Paintings and 
Drawings of Mexican Primary School Children.’’ It 
is an interesting issue, and came out in August, 1935. 

Millinery Trade Review omitted September, 1935, 
and extended all subscriptions one month. 

Modelmaker omitted September, 1935, and extended 
subscriptions one month. 

Modern Monthly published no July or August, 1935, 
numbers and extended all subscriptions two numbers. 

New Outlook has been missed since its June, 1935, 
issue, the last of the monthly publication. The new 
owners promise a weekly beginning in December, but 


-instead of giving old subscribers an extension month 


for month paid for, will plan to send only as many 
of the weekly issues as there were monthly numbers 
due. This would give all subscribers paid through 
December, 1935, six weeks to compensate for the 
six months paid for. 

Ohio Teacher omitted February, March, April, and 
May, 1935, and gave extension on subscriptions, so 
that all whose subscriptions were paid to February, 
1935, will receive September, 1935 through June, 
1936, or a full school year. 
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Poetry Digest suspended after its second issue (Feb- 
ruary, 1935), and resumes with December, 1935, ex- 
tending all subscriptions. 

Reading and the School Library has reduced its price 
from $2.00 to $1.00, reduced its size, and instead of 
10 numbers will publish 5 (bi-monthly, omitting the 
summer months). Subscriptions paid since May 1, 
1935, when the price was raised to $2.00, will have a 
full year’s extension. Subscriptions paid between 
November, 1934, and May, 1935, at $1.00 will be 
extended, if they were paid to November, 1935, to 
January, 1936, if paid to December, 1935, extended 
to March, 1936. 

School Music failed to publish no. 174, May—June, 
1935, so September-October became no. 174, and all 
subscriptions are advanced one issue. 

Tempo suspended in March, 1935, and resumed in 
October, 1935. 

Violinist has again come to life. Vol. 47, no. 3, 
December, 1931, followed by vol. 48, no. 1, September, 
1935. A lapse of three years and eight months. 

Zits Theatrical Newspaper after nine weeks’ sus- 
pension will resume December 14, 1935, and extend 
all subscriptions nine weeks. 


NEW BOOKS BY LIBRARIANS 


COUNTY LIBRARIES IN GREAT BRITAIN AND IRE- 
LAND. Statistical report, 1934-35. 

This is a new survey twenty years after the inaugu- 
ration of County Library service. One point of in- 
terest is the proof that where liberal provision is made 
for books and service, the people read much more. 
Where book funds are low and stocks inadequate the 
issue of books drops to a rate of less than one per 
annum, as against 4 to 6 per person where supply is 
generous. The pamphlet closes with statistical tables 
giving population of county and number of adult 
and general centres with number of books available.

Just look under the 
class entry, and there are all the worthwhile magazines 
together, and the information given includes date of 
origin, price, publisher, and there is also indicated in 
which of the general periodical indexes a given title 
isincluded. At the end of each subject are given the 
bibliographical periodicals covering that subject. An 
alphabetical list of all the serials referred to is at the 
end of the book. This solved two points for the 
writer the day our copy arrived, and we could also 
tell an inquirer what magazines covered the decora- 
tion of show windows. The new edition entirely 
replaces the first edition.

Since that time, the list has been checked and apparently found helpful 
at the libraries of Dartmouth College, New York State, the Geology Department of the Dominion of Canada, 


Queens University, and Brown University. 


The introduction was also broadcast by the author over Station 


WKAR on November 2, 1934. A final supplementary section will cover the years 1934 and 1935. The 
Introduction falls into two parts, first, some general considerations regarding the subject as a whole; and 


secondly, a description of the limitations of the particular list that has been compiled.

INTRODUCTION 
Part 1 


The North Pole was discovered by Commander 
Robert E. Peary on April 6, 1909, and the South Pole 
by Captain Roald Amundsen on December 14, 1911. 

It so happened that the lives of the two great dis- 
coverers of the poles were marked by a number of 
ironic events which add much to the human interest 
of accounts of the Arctic and the Antarctic regions. 

Peary, after a life-time of endeavor to attain his 
goal, was robbed of all immediate glory when his 
claim was at first successfully disputed by an imposter 
who perpetrated what has been styled the greatest 
hoax in modern times. The discoverer of the South 
Pole had served with Dr. Frederick Cook on an expe- 
dition to the Antarctic in 1898, and to the last 
Amundsen insisted that Dr. Cook had been, as a 
young man, at least, ‘‘The soul of honor, kindliness, 
and lion-hearted in courage.” 

The ambition of Amundsen’s life was the discovery 
of the North Pole. When this was announced by 
Peary in 1910, the Norwegian secretly changed the 
goal of his expedition with the Fram and succeeded 
in beating Captain Robert Falcon Scott’s much more 
elaborately equipped English expedition to the South 
Pole by one month’s time. 

The English-speaking world had wearied of the 
long drawn-out controversy over the respective claims 
of Peary and Cook, and had lost interest in the subject 
of polar discovery. When the bodies of Captain 
Scott and his four companions were found, the diary 
of the gallant explorer, together with several beauti- 
fully written letters of farewell, told such a tale of 
consideration for subordinates, of Spartan loyalty to 
a scientific goal, of fortitude under crushing disap- 
pointment, that Scott became for a time the out- 
standing English national hero. 

Certainly in Scott’s last book the literature of polar 
exploration attained an artistic height not achieved 
in the works of the discoverers of either of the poles. 
Scott’s noble letters of farewell easily bear comparison 
today with the best of such letters in all literature. 

With Scott’s writings we must also rank those of 
another English explorer of the Antarctic. Sir Ernest 
Shackleton, preceding Amundsen and Scott, failed to 
reach the South Pole, but left behind two splendidly 
written narratives, which actually surpass in style the 
accounts of the more successful Amundsen and Peary. 

By 1923 aviation had progressed to such an extent 
that Amundsen’s plan to use an aeroplane to reach 
his life-long goal seemed fraught with no unreasonable 
risk. Engine trouble and a forced landing caused 
failure, however, and so in the summer of 1926, 
Amundsen undertook a polar flight in an Italian 
dirigible. 

Once again the great Norwegian was destined to be 
anticipated by an American. The day before the 
Norge set out from Kings Bay, Commander Richard 


Evelyn Byrd, of the United States Navy, flew his 


plane to the North Pole and back. Byrd did not drop 
an American flag at the pole, ‘because Peary had 
already left one there.’ 

Following the successful flight of the Norge, 
Amundsen gave utterance to heated criticism of 
General Nobile, the Italian designer and pilot of the 
dirigible. Nearly one third of Amundsen’s auto- 
biography is devoted to the “‘inside’”’ story of the 
Norge’s flight, and General Nobile’s egotism, inex- 
perience, and irresponsibility as a pilot are severely 
scored. 
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About a year after the publication of the Amundsen 
Life, an Arctic dirigible expedition commanded by 
Nobile came to grief upon the ice. Ultimately the 
expedition was rescued, but not without loss of lives. 
Nobile’s actions in the whole matter have been the 
subject of much controversy. Shortly after the crash 
of Nobile’s dirigible, Amundsen had set out in a search 
plane furnished by the French government. Some 
floating fragments, one with the plane’s name on it, 
have been picked up. The discoverer of the South 
Pole thus ironically perished in unselfish quest of a 
man whom he held in extreme contempt. 

The temperaments of polar explorers have been as 
acutely sensitive as those of artists. Peary’s bitter- 
ness in repudiating the claims of Cook only served to 
strengthen the latter’s case in the eyes of the unthink- 
ing public. Amundsen’s elaborate catalogue of 
Nobile’s shortcomings, and the Norwegian’s utter im- 
practicality in money matters, remind one of the 
composer Wagner’s humorless fault-finding and his 
many financial difficulties. And when the wealthy 
Ellsworth calls Amundsen on the telephone in New 
York City and the explorer finds himself once more 
with funds to carry on, we are reminded of Wagner’s 
rescue by Ludwig of Bavaria. 


Part 2 


Our entirely unannotated bibliography is merely 
an attempt at a priced list of books published in 
English since 1899, for the larger American library. 
It was our guess, after checking in several such libra- 
ries, that gaps would be found among the polar books 
in many collections where considerable completeness 
is the basic intention of the book selection. 

The present bibliography includes no government 
documents nor society publications except those 
entered at the Library of Congress under individual 
authors; no pamphlets and no periodical articles. 
There are a few government documents which, not- 
ably in the matter of illustration, almost eclipse in 
interest any polar book authored by an individual. 
But any list of such documents must inevitably be 
very arbitrarily chosen. 

There are, of course, many basically important 
works in the Scandinavian, but a list of these would 
not be extensively used in the larger American library. 

The books on our main list are filed alphabetically 
by authors, and total 232 entries. The prices, in- 
cluding some from second-hand dealers, both in 
America and England, total $900. 

The Library of Congress catalog form is used for 
author, title, place of publication, publisher, date, 
pagination, and other details. There are certain in- 
consistencies in Library of Congress forms of entry 
which have been allowed to stand unchanged. 

It is extremely difficult to fix the classification 
boundaries of any subdivision of the field of geog- 
raphy, and polar exploration is not an exception. 
We began by considering all items in English issued 
since 1899 entered in the Library of Congress card 
catalog under North Pole, South Pole, Arctic Regions, 
or Antarctic Regions. 

The Arctic explorer, Mr. Vilhjalmur Stefansson, 
kindly offered to co-operate with us and give us the 
benefit of his invaluable advice. 

We examined polar books on the shelves of the 
General Library of the University of Michigan, and 
checked the books in the private collection of the 
former head of the geology department at the Univer- 
sity, Professor W. H. Hobbs, himself an Arctic ex- 
plorer. Further examinations of books were made at 
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the Grosvenor Library in Buffalo and at the Widener 
Library at Harvard. In the catalog of the New York 
Public Library, subject cards for material dealing 
with expeditions to the Arctic and Antarctic are in- 
terestingly filed chronologically by dates of expedi- 
tions. 

But by far the most helpful contact of all came 
through the generosity of Mr. Stefansson, whose pri- 
vate library of Arctic and Antarctic literature includes 
over 8,000 titles, exclusive of items in Icelandic. 
Mr. Stefansson volunteered the services of his secre- 
taries in supplying second-hand prices for many 
books (although the secretaries did not also supply 
names and addresses of dealers); and he received 
us in his New York office with the kindliest of hos- 
pitality. 

The second-hand prices were taken from Mr. Stef- 
ansson’s records over a year ago. These records had 
been compiled in the midst of much other pressing 
business, when time permitted, chiefly for Mr. Stef- 
ansson’s personal use, and without thought of main- 
taining an academically accurate general library 
buying list. The prices of a number of items not 
definitely listed as second-hand are also merely indi- 
vidual dealers’ prices as recorded in Mr. Stefansson’s 
office, prices for which the books may no longer be 
obtainable. 

In our examination of the books on our list, for 
verification of title pages, and so forth, we found 
about 70 comparatively rare items on the shelves 
of the General Library of the University at Ann 
Arbor, about 30 somewhat more illusory volumes at 
the Grosvenor Library in Buffalo. Then 24 more 
books were located at Harvard, and over 60 more 
viewed in Mr. Stefansson’s office, many of these not 
having been available on the shelves of the afore- 
mentioned libraries. 

Our list seems much too short to Mr. Stefansson, 
but this is partly because his interests in the Arctic 
are so complex and varied, while we want to stick 
rather closely to the poles themselves. 

A thoroughly comprehensive bibliography of all 
the literature dealing with the Arctic and the Ant- 
arctic in any form might well exceed 40,000 volumes. 

While tending to urge us to add books on the regions 
and the various features of the regions as far South 
as Labrador, Mr. Stefansson is at the same time quite 
naturally critical of our inclusion of journalistic 
accounts of polar discovery, some of which are hastily 
written, hack narratives, full of errors. He feels that 
perhaps our list, because of its purpose to guide 
librarians in buying, “should be confined to direct 
narratives written only by those who know the polar 
regions from personal experience.’’ His own library, 
however, ‘‘contains anything that has more than a 
casual bearing on the polar and sub-polar regions.” 

All the journalistic polar books reflect phases of the 
general public interest at a given time, including 
popular misconceptions which might be of as much 
interest to the psychologist and the historian as 
essential scientific facts. A book edited by J. Martin 
Miller, entitled ‘“‘Discovery of the North Pole,” for 
instance, is a rich mine of illustrative material regard- 
ing the reaction of the American people to the Peary- 
Cook controversy and contains several characteristic 
cartoons of the sort current during that naive decade 
in our national life which immediately followed the 
turn of the century. 
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The problem of several editions of a single work 
proved a complex one. Only one edition of any title 
has been listed. Availability has been a consideration. 
It is hoped that no seriously inferior edition was listed 
because of this consideration. 

The translations from the many important items 
originally issued in Scandinavian have often resulted 
in interesting textual variations, which will call for 
full mention, of course, when the field is ultimately 
covered by a comprehensive bibliography of polar 
and sub-polar books in all languages. I hope Mr. 
Stefansson’s name will some day stand on the title 
page of such a bibliography, for he is eminently 
qualified for such a work, not only because of his rich 
personal experiences as an actual leader of Arctic 
expeditions, recorded in a number of striking books 
which he has written, but also because of his care in 
having collected the literature of both the Arctic and 
Antarctic. 

We have excluded fiction, although an interesting 
list of novels and stories of the polar regions might be 
compiled, including a number of titles by Jules Verne. 

Books dealing with the Eskimo naturally presented 
an inclusion problem. In general, we have included 
only those which came to our attention through the 
U. S. Catalogs, the Library of Congress, the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, and the Harvard libraries’ classifica- 
tions of books dealing with the Arctic and Antarctic 
Regions, and we have by no means listed every book 
on the Eskimo published in English since 1899. 

The same has been true of the subject of whaling. 

We have included a representative book dealing 
with eccentric theories of polar geography, for this 
field like many others has its amusing group of insane 
authors, or authors feigning insanity. 

Certain works, such as those listing plants collected 
on a single expedition, or dealing in general with 
Northern bird life, have not been included. 

An entirely unannotated, although priced, list of 
only single entries of full length books, only by 
individual authors, in English only, published only 
since 1899, with emphasis primarily upon the poles 
themselves, is merely a drop in the bucket in this held. 
But if it will serve to remind of the possibilities, and 
in as much as one or two larger libraries have already 
been stirred to check over the gaps in their collections, 
our imperfect little compilation may not prove too 
small a drop, after all.

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STEPHEN CRANE 


A Bibliography of His Short Stories and Essays

Despite the interest manifested by students and bibliophiles in the work of Stephen Crane, pioneer 
American realist, no extensive bibliography of his short stories and essays has yet appeared. For the novels 
Mr. Vincent Starrett’s study, published in 1923,! is standard. Seven years later Mr. B. J. R. Stopler published, 
for the Stephen Crane Association of Newark, N. J., a handlist of Crane’s ‘writings and articles about him.” 
Invaluable though Mr. Stopler’s list is to those interested in the work of this author, the compiler made little 
effort to trace the original appearance of the short prose works, or their subsequent publication. The present 
bibliography is designed to supplement Mr. Stopler’s work on these items.

Amy Lowell 
was the high priestess of the cult but the devotees were 
many. The looseness of rhythm matched the tempo of 
modern life and the traditional technique of rhythm and 
rhyme was declared to be ‘tas hampering and anachro- 
nistic as the chain armor of the Middle Ages would be 
to a modern soldier."’ The rootless character of life 
during and after the World War is at the heart of the 
obscurity and difficulty of the new poetry. 

But this new poetry is not a mere formless affair, 
expressing the free irregular contours of the emotion of 
the day, and suggesting the ruggedness of existence, the 
turmoil of thought. The new poetical instrument is 
grasping for a closer hold upon reality. 

The vers libristes and the imagists seem to have 
yielded to a new school, among whom Archibald Mac 
Leash is an outstanding figure. This newer poetry is 
criticized also for being unintelligible. ‘‘The modern 
poet cannot be understood because he does not try to 
communicate with his reader; he has abandoned a 
logical for a psychological structure."’ But for all its 
new garb one can find nourishment in modern poetry. 
The new poet is still preoccupied with the eternal verities 
and also articulately aware of our world crisis.
